What an Educated Chlaamam 


to Say of It« Peculiarities. 


The Chinese language is a purely sym- 


bolic hin^utigo. All other languages are 
plioueiic or alphabetical. lu ali the pho- 
nic language's the sounds that are 
beard i» the bpukeu language arc- aiia- 


or split up into a few elementary 
which by combination form words. 


To each of these few elementary sounds 
au arbitrary sign cm pa;>er is assigned, 
and tue>e signs constitute the alphabet. 
Thus in any European language and in 
any other language except Chinese the 
sound of the voice in speaking is the basis 
of the written language. They are all 
phonetic. If the same sound is used to 
reprcbceat two or more ideas, this makes 
no difference. 
The appropriate letters 


of the alphabet are u&ed, and the writer 
rolies upon the neighborimj words to 
prevent absurdity. 


The Chinese written language is to- 


tally different from this. It has no al- 
phabet at all and no approach to an al- 
phabet, but proceeds on a different basis, 
which will be best brought home to au 
American by a simple illustration: When 
traveling recently in Belgium, I had oc- 
casion to examine- a railway time table, 
and there I found that certain railway 
stations where refreshments might bo 
procured were marked by a little repre- 
sentation of a wine cup. 


This is Chinese writing. \Vhat mode of 


writing could be briefer or more to the 
purpose or more miitakable! You see 
the drawing of a glass, it stares you in 
the face, and you know that refresh- 
ments there await your exhausted frame. 
The symbol expresses an idea quite apart 
from the spoken utterance of that idea. 


The chief disadvantage of any phonetic 


system is that since the writing follows 
the sound, and sound of a language i» 
constantly changing, the written lan- 
guage changes too. This change is less 
rapid since the discovery of the art of 
printing, but theie is still a gradual 
change. There is no fixity, no element 
of permanency in such a language. But 
symbolic language never changes. 
As 


long as the idea to be expressed remains 
the same idea it is expressed the same 
way. 
The -work •written in Chinese thou- 


sands of years ago can be read now with 
ease and certainty.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Ou the other baud, we have records of 


most extraordinary cold weather in an- 
cient tin-es. One winter the light wine 
in France froze. 
Another winter the 


river I'o froze over so as to bear teams 
(an unheard of phenomenon today). 
In 


this journal for June it is stated that 
"Parnassus and Socrates, now free from 
snow, were covered with it in classic an- 
tiquity;" also, "the name Greeuland, 
which strikes us as so singularly inap- 
propriate, was not inapplicable at the 
time it was named, in the fourteenth cen- 
tury." 


It is entirely probable that descrip- 


tions of the cold in ancient times were 
ranch exaggerated. Parnassus and Soc- 
rates have snow nt times, and in earlier 
days, when protection against the cold 
and snow was much less than now, a lit- 
tle snow would go a long way. The ear- 
lier voyagers from Iceland more than 
1,000 years ago. leaving a land of almost 
perpetual ice and snow and reaching a 
land in summer, with its beautiful green 
color, to their unaccustomed eyes would 
very naturally give the name of Green- 
land to it. In the summer time, it is 
said, Greenland presents a most beautiful 
green near the Danish settlements to this 
day. 


Our oldest inhabitants, who have been 


wont to describe the terrible cold and 
deep snows in their boyhood days as in- 
comparably greater than anything which 
does or can occur today, completely lost 
their reckoning in n recent winter when 
reading of a ship that had sunk in New 
York harbor by weight of''the ice upon 
it; also that Washington had 34 inches 
of snow on a level and the lowest temper- 
ature ever noted in that fair city. 
A 


careful study will show no appreciable 
change in the climate of this earth since 
tho early historic times. Of course, noth- 
ing here adduced touches climatic changes 
iu glacial times or in prehistoric times, 
which changes have been established be- 
yond question.—Popular Science.

that McKinley was nominated unani- 
mously. 


The tally clerks quickly made th« of- 


ficial summary and handed it to the 
chairman. Mr. Lodge took tho paper and 
advancing to the front of the stage said: 
"The total vote cast is 930. William 
McKinley has received 930 votes. It is 
a unanimous vote, and the chairman 
declares that William McKinley is your 
nominee for the presidency for the term 
beginning March 4th, 1901." 


Again pandemonium broke loose in a 


swelling chorus of cuthuuiasm for the 
candidate. Up went the plumes and 
standards. Up stood the great audi- 
ence, men and woman, mingling their 
shouts uml thair frantic demonstration. 


Roosevelt's name was put in nomina-

patriotism and Americanism woo not 
second to that accorded the president's 
name. 


The vast assemblage sprang to its 


feet and state emblems, pampas plumes, 
haudkcrchiefs and hats fairly filled the 
air. The btnd in tho main gallery bo 
gtn to pity "There'll bo a hot ti^tne in 
the old town tonight," and to the in- 
•piring strains the delegate* 
began 


marching around the hall, filing pant 
Gov. 
Roosevelt an bo aat in tho New 


York delegation and extending to him 


that there is not the slightest evidence 
to support such a report. It is pointed 
out that Admiral Seymour had snf- 
ficent supplies to reach Pekin or get 
back to Tien Tsin. As the semi-official 
statement says, "As it is not known 
that be did the latter, we hope tbat he 
did the former."

N'ativen Hook the Finny Tribe* With 


Fifchhooki Grown on Tree*. 


A party of palu fishers aie ready to set 


out from the little island of Nanoruaga, 
the smallest but most thickly populated 
of the Ellice group. The night must be 
windless and moonless, the latter condi- 
tion being absolutely indispensable, al- 
though, curiously enough, the fish will 
take the hook on an ordinaiy starlight 
night. Time after time have I tried my 
luck with either a growing or a waning 
moon, much to the amusement of the na- 
tives, and never once did I get a palu, 
although other nocturnal feeding fish bit 
ficftly enough, notably a monstrous spe- 
cies of sea perch called la-heu. 


The tackle used by the natives is made 


of cocoanut sennit, four or eight strand- 
ed, of great strength and capable of 
holding a 15 foot shark, should one of 
these prowlers seize the bait. The hook 
s made of wood—in fact, the same as is 
used lor shark fishing—about one inch 
and a half in diameter, 14 inches in the 
bhank, -\\ith u natural curve, the barb, or 
nthcr that which answers the purpose 
of a baib, being supplied by a small 
liece lashed horizontally across the top 
of the end of the curve. 


These 
peculiar 
wooden, hooks 
are 


gnmn. The roots of a tree called ngua, 
whose wood is of great toughness, are 
watched when they protrude from a 
jnnk and trained into the desired shape. 
Specimens of these may be seen in al- 
most any ethnographical museum. To 
sink tho line coial stones of three or 
four pounds' weight are used, attached 
by a very thick piece of sennit, or bark, 
which, when the fish is struck, is always 
broken by its struggles aud fulls off, thus 
releasing the line fiom an unnecessary 
weight. It is no light task hauling in a 
thick, heavy line hanging straight up and 
dowu for (i length of from 73 to 100 fath- 
oms or more.—Chambers' Journal.

Hanna Applauded. 


Early incidents of the convention yes- 


terday were in a general way repetitions 
of those of Tuesday. Senator Hanna was 
the first of the leaders to appear in the 
hall, and his reception from the crowd, 
already large, was fluttering. 


Representative Dolliver walked in a 


little later. He was quickly recognized, 
and the cheers that were raised demon- 
strated that ho hnd a strong hold upon 
popular sentiment. 


Governor Roosevelt appeared in the 


center of a group of New York delegatea 
about ten minutes before the hour 'for 
calling the convention to order. Tie suc- 
ceeded in slipping unnoticed half way to 
his «ent when a Kansas del"gate spied 
him and set up the jubilant cry of "Ted- 
dy! Teddy! Here comes Teddy!" This 
•was sutliciPnt to start applause which for 
n moment promised to result in a verita- 
ble demonstration. 
Just then, however, Wn Ting Ftvnfc. 


the Chinese minister to the 
TJnllcd 


States, who had entered the convention 
hail from the reflr, stepped down from 
Jhe speaker's Ptrtnd. His flowing and 
brilliant robes caught the attention of 
the npipctators, who turned from Roojie- 
veil to the Chinaman, who, in spite of the 
•ituation ia China, It popular with Amtr-

but that he had no fever and no inflam- 
mation except the local inflammation ot 
the bruise. 
Ho put the senator into a 


bandage nnd then ordered that no one he 
allowed to see him, cautioning that the 
utmost, iiuiet bu observed for the ai-;hf.

vacity and life put into the figures, 
which move onward in natural sequence. 
First, Aurora, the rosy-fingered dawn, 
draws aside the curtains before the 
portals of the day. Then follows Luci- 
fer, opening the day for his master and 
lighting the eastern sky with his torch. 
In all his glory Apollo advances, stand- 
ing in a chariot of gold, drawn by four 
fleet horses and surrounded by his at- 
tendants, the Hours. 
His undivided 


attention is given to the skilful gnid 
auce of bis chariot and he heeds not at 
all the graceful company about him. 


The unity of the entire group iasfant 


ly attracts attention. Ail the motion is 
centered on the figure of Apollo aud 
with his reins he seems to control not 
only his fiery steeds but the whole act- 
ion as well. The hours representing in 
their number the time dominated by the 
sun, harmonize in hue and movement 
with the remainder of the picture and 
fittiugly draw to a close the glorious 
procession. 
While the effect of the 


magnificent coloring can never be grand 
in any copy, revarthless there is enough 
hare to suggest tho eicellencd of the 
original and to lead our thoughts from 
purely material things to the lofty and 
Bubhmo.
